London, Ky., September 15.—By a 
decisive majority of more than 7,000 
votes, Caleb Powers defeated Con- 
gressman Don C. Edwards for the re- 
publican nomination for representative 
from the eleventh congressional dis- 
trict of Kentucky in a primary election 
held today. 

At the headquarters of Congressman 
Edwards in this city it was conceded 
early tonight that Powers had carried 
all but four of the nineteen counties, 
which comprise the district. Edwards 
carried only Laurel, Bull, Pulaski and 
Perry counties. 

Powers Asked Vindication, 

Congressman Edwards is serving his 
third term. Powers, who defeated him 
for renomination, made his race upon 
@n appeal to the voters of the district 
to give him the nomination as a “vin- 
dication” of his alleged complicity in 
the assassination of .Democratic Gov- 
ernor William Goebel in 1900. 

Powers, who was secretary of state 
at the time of the assassination, was 
confined in jai during eight years, his 
first three trials resulting in conviec- 
tions and the fourth in a disagreement.

with Senator Smith. 

Besides this support, Dr. Wilson had 
with him a number of independent 
democrats who believed that because 
of his standing as an educator he 
would make an unusually strong canh- 
didate, 

Named on First Ballot, 

Dr. Wilson was nominated on the 
first ballot and received forty more 
votes than was necessary to nominate 
him. Frank §S. Katzenbach, Jr., who 
was the democratic candidate three 
years ago and who was not a candi- 
date this time, although urged by his 
home county, was a favorite with in- 
dividual delegates and received nearly 
400 votes in the convention.

New York, September 15.—American 
bankers decided here today that they

teeing bills of lading proposed by Brit- 
ish bankers. Instead, they asserted 
their independence, denounced the 
British proposal as unsound finance and 
insisted on their own plan of a “vali- 
dated certificate.” Yesterday a 
mittee of London and 
bankers announced their refusal to ac- 
American cotton bills after Octo- 
ber without an American 
guarantee,” 
Answer of American Bankers. 

Today the subcommitte of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association sent the fol- 
lowing cable: 

“We deeply regret your decision and 
cannot feel but that it was reached 
through misapprehension. We have 
accomplished much in securing the 
validation certificate, thus placing the 
business on a safe basis. Further con- 
sideration of bankers’ guarantee is ab- 
solutely out of the question, being in- 
compatibie with correct banking prin- 
ciples. This is final. Situation could 
not be changed by our committee go- 
ing to London, but, of course, we 
would welcome your deputation in 
New York, where all data and infor- 
mation are obtainable and where rail- 
way and cotton people also could be 
heard. We are confident this would 
lead to a better understanding with 
satisfactory results.” 

Bankers Are Unanimous. 

The bankers who formulated 
foregoing reply are: 

Walter E. Frew, vice president of 
the Corn Exchange bank: William H. 
Pofgter, president of the Chemical Na- 
tional bank: G. 8.

Orta binee always been of the opinion 
that the European bankers would ad- 
here to their demand for an uncondi- 
tional guarantee of the genuineness 
of all documents attached to bills of 
exchange drawn against shipments of 
cotton and other products. This de- 
cision places the obligation upon the 
American banker 10 see to it that the 
documents he handled and offers for 
sale in Europe are genuine. The dis- 
cussion of this matter has done great 
good, inasmuch as it has been the 
means of inducing the carriers of cot- 
ton to put such safeguards around the 
issuing of negotiable bills of lading 
as has not heretofore existed. If it 
accomplishes nothing else but this, it 
has been of great benefit to the cotton 
trade and the banking business in 
America. 

“I do not anticipate the slightest 
difficulty with the banks of the south 
in being able to finance the crop under 
these new conditions, as it makes no 
change in a well-known banking prin- 
ciple that reliable people who are 
worthy of credit can always obtain it 
from their banks.” 

Thomas C. Erwin, cashier of the 
Third National bank: “The rejection 
of the plan of the American Bankers’ 
Association by European purchasers 
of cotton may prove perplexing for the 
moment, but as Europe is compelled to 
have American cotton, some satisfac- 
tory method will be worked out at an 
early date. It may be that they will 
have to send their agents to the 
American market to buy for their 
needs, but I can see no reason why 
that should disturb either the planter 
or the American merchant. Cotton is 
always in demand, and there is always 
cash to pay for it.” 


Will be Adjusted. 


Joseph T. Orme, cashier of the Lowry 
National bank: “We have received no 
advice from our New York correspond- 
ents regarding the matter, and we look 
to them to settle it. While this is of 
grave importance, we believe it will be 
adjusted before the cotton is market- 
ed. As a great many of the foreign 
banks have branches in New York we 
think a solution of the problem will be 
arrived at shortly.” 

Charles I. Ryan, cashier of the 
Fourth National bank: “This will 
probably result in people in Europe 
who want cotton to send their money 
over here or arrange with agents to 
buy and pay for cotton on this side 
rather than have us send over there 
after the money. I believe that there 
will be a solution to the problem soon. 
Spe section of the country will not be 

urt.’”’ 

W. L. Peel, president of the Ameri- 
can National bank: “The old, well- 
established houses which handle cotton 
are so well known that the buyers 
abroad will, no doubt, be able to get 
their bankers to accept any bills of 
lading attached to drafts. The cotton 
shipper is not going to consent to pay 
any guarantee company premiums to 
guarantée their bills of lading. The 
railroads have prepared a bill of lad- 
ing with all safeguards surrounding 
it which they purpose to have signed 
by an authorized agent, whose signa- 
ture will be known to all buyers of 
exchange. I see no reason why these 
should not be entirely satisfactory to 
bankers abroad. For one little firm 
of buyers, who have acted dishonest- 
ly, to upset the cotton business of the 
world is ridiculous.”

New York, September 15.—A confi- 
dential clerk of the defunct brokerage 
firm of Ellingwood & Cunningham, 
once such a favorite with stock job- 
bing legislators, now either dead or 
out of public life, told the Merritt leg- 
islative committee today some things 
that gave his position a right to its 
title. 

It was not what he knew that as- 
tounded the committee so much as 
what he was expected not to know. 

Alexander S. Hackley, . the confi- 
dential clerk in question, testifieq that 
he had been employed by Ellingwood 
& Cunningham for seven years. On 
July 23, 1903, he had unexpectedly 
come upon a letter addressed to him 
and placed on his desk, in which was 
enclosed a check for $10,000, made out 
to his order on the Chemung bank by 
the Chemung Trust Comapny, of El- 
mira. 


There had been no letter to explain 


pwhy or by whom the check had been 


sent, but later in the day G. Tracy 
Rogers, a special partner in the firm, 
and the then president of the street 
railway association, told Hackley that 
he was to deposit the check with El- 
lingwood & Cunningham and draw 
upon it at his (Rogers’) dictation. 

From time to time, thereafter, when- 
ever Mr. Rogers haa need of cash he 
had instructed Hackley to draw out 
currency against the $10,000 “Hack- 
ley special accunt.” On one occasion 
$2,000 had been drawn out and placed 
to the credit of the former speaker,

Inflamed by the whisky the Indians 
dropped their thin veneer of civiliza- 
tion, he said, and relapsed into sav- 
agery, indulging in wild orgies. Quar- 
rela arose and on Monday one of the 
Indians, Tom Woodpecker, was shot 
and afterward disemboweled, while 
another, George Slowly, was shot. 

Fourteen hundred Indians on the 
reservation are all save save fourtee 
who are professed Christians and have 
taken up their ancient customs of 
barbarism. 

Hated Because He Was Christian. 

Long said that he was hated be- 
cause he was a Christian. He started 
to ghurch Sunday morning, but met 
with a hostile demonstration along the 
road and ran back home. He barri- 
caded the door and remained there ail 
day afraid to venture out again. The 
Indians were so engrossed in drinking, 
however, that they did not molest 
him. 

On Monday he learned of the death 
of Woodpecker and the injury of the 
other man. He did not know who the 
murderer was. He remained more or 
less in hiding and would not be sur- 
prised, he said, to learn that others 
were killed. 

The situation became intolerable and 
he determined to flee. Early Wednes- 
day morning he took his wife and six 
children, the oldest of whom is 12 
years old, and walked to the nearest 
railroad station, Whittier, 5 miles 
away.

Taft Won't Bar Them 
From Patronage. 


The President Issues Statement | 


Saying That He Will Treat 
the Insurgents and the Regu- 
lars Alike in the Matter of 
Patronage. 


September 15.—No 
difference between so-called “progres- 
sives” and “regulars” will be recog- 
nized by President Taft hereafter, but 
all party leaders will be treated alike 
as republicans in the matter of federal 
support. The president's views to this 
effect are given in a letter from Sec- 
Norton to a republican leader 
of Lowa, whose name is not disclosed. 
Taft Changes Tactics. 

In the letter Secretary Norton stated 
that while important republican leg- 
islation pending in congress was op- 
posed by certain republican leaders, the 
president felt that his duty required 
him to withhold federal patronage 
from senators and representatives who 
seemed to occupy a position hostile 
to efforts to fulfill the pledges of the 
party. platform. 

That attitude on the part of 
president ended, however, with the 
more recent primary elections and 
nominating conventions in which the 
people have declared themselves, and 
the president now l100Ks upon “pro- 
gressives’’ and “regulars” alike as re- 
publicans, and as such, entitled to his 
support andthe support of the party, 
and the fall elections, Secretary Nor- 
ton's letters says, must settle the ques- 
tion whether the differences of the 
last session of congress shall be per- 
petuated or forgotten. 

Taft's Letter on Patronage. 

The letter of Secretary Norton, 
full, follows: 

“Beverly, Mass., September 15, 1910. 
Your letters of the vth are at hand, 
and Il have delayed replying until 
atter the primary elections. The 
president directs me to express to 
you and to your friends his deep ap- 
preciation ot the work which you have 
done and the powerful assistance 
which you have extended to the ad- 
ministration from the beginning—an 
assistance that has contributed much 
to the legislative and other successes 
which have been secured. The presi- 
dent recognizes that your efforts have 
been wholly disinterested, that you 
have fought sturdily and generously 
for what you believed to be his inter- 
est and the welfare and success of 
the party. 

“While republican 
ing in congress was opposed by cer- 
tain republicans, the president felt it 
to be his duty to the party and to the 
country to withhold federal patronage 
from certain senators and congressmen 
who seemed to be in opposition to the 
administration's efforts to carry out 
the promises or the party platform. 
That attitude, however, ended with 
the primary elections and nominating 
conventions which have now been Lelud 
and in which the voters have had op- 
portunity to declare themselves. 
people have spoken as the party faces 
the fall elections; the question 
be settled by republicans of every 
shade of opinion whether the differ- 
ences of the last session shall be per- 
petuated or shall] be forgotten. 


He Urges Factions to Unite. 


“He recognizes the danger that in 
certain cases expressions of feeling 
were so intense as to make it difficult 
in some instances for factions to come 
together and work for the party, but 
as he stated in his letter to the repub- 
lican congressional committee, he be- 
lieves it can be done and should be 
done. The president is confident that 
you will yourselves meet your local 
and state situation in. this spirit, and 
that you will write to your friends 
and ask them to do likewise. 

“The president feels that the value 
of federal patronage has been greatly 
exaggerated, and the refusal to grant 
it has probably been more useful to 
the man affected than the appointments 
would have been. In the preliminary 
skirmishes in certain states like Wis- 
consin and Iowa, and elsewhere, he 
was willing, in the interest of what 
the leaders believed would lead to 
party success, to make certain dis- 
criminations; but the president has 
conciuded that it is his duty now to 
treat all republican congressmen 
alike. without any distinction. tle 
will now follow the usual rule in re- 
publican congressional districts and

DEATH NESTS IN CITY’S HEART. 


Deifying flimsy technicalities at the expense of hazard to 
health and life in the city of Atlanta—that was the substance of an 
astounding condition of affairs revealed by an article in The Con- 
stitution of Thursday, in which it which it was shown that any 
number of city blocks hold in-their centers clusters of earth-closets, 
proved breeders and purveyors of disease and death. 7 

The presence within the corporate limits of 11,121 earth-closets, 
due to the absence of water and sewer facilities, is bad enough. - In 
a way, that menace has heretofore been unavoidable, by reason of 
scarcity of city funds, but that obstacle’ is met and overcome by 
the recent bond issue. } | 

But another condition exists that is inexcusable, and that for 
its immediate remedying needs a concentration of public demand 
and official attention. 

And that is the situation that provides-premises upon the four 
sides of many city squares with ample sewer and water facilities and 
water-closets, but that neglects negro hovels and smal! houses’in 


the hearts of those squares and permits them to maintain earth- | 


closets as a perpetual peril, not only to the near-by residents, but as 
well the entire city. 

This unspeakable status has grown out of the rapid settlement 
of the city, with consequent piecemeal placing of sanitary facilities 
along main and subsidiary streets, but overlooking .the alleys that 
in many instances go back from these, streets and lead to dwelling 
places in the center of blocks. 

The law can get at property owners living on thoroughfares 
upon which sewers and mains are already laid and compel them to 
equip their premises with sanitary devices. 

Heretofore, it has been impossible to reach the owners of these 
small houses in the centers of blocks—often in the very heart of 
the city—and many such owners have not hesitated to avail them- 
selves of the immunity of technicalities to perpetuate these men- 
aces to community health. 

An outrage of this severity should not be tolerated for one day 
in a city of the size and pretension of Atlanta. It is positively in- 
viting death and disease to work its will upon the people of the 
entire municipality. 

For these specters know no arbitrary lines, no geographical 
frontiers. The earth-closet in the center of a city square not only 
jeopardizes the occupants of these blocks, but reaches out bony fin- 
gers to the uttermost corners of the community. 

The people of Atlanta should not tolerate this condition and 
council should at once address itself to the remedy. |

With what shall we confound Mr. Von Herrmann’s rude skep- 
ticism of nature as a forecaster of the seasons? 

We need to go no further than nature herself, as exemplified in

A bond issue is a matter of some months, so that the permanent 
rehabilitation of the roads in DeKalb county cannot be immediately 
expected. 

But the road concerning which the complaint of Mr. Marner is 
entered—that between Atlanta and Decatur—could-be at least tem- 
porarily placed in passable condition in ample time for the passing 
of the ’Round-Georgia tourists,,October 17. | 

Unless such provisio& is made, DeKalb county will get a brand | 
of advertising throughout the state which cannot be otherwise than 
detrimental to the reputation and development of the county.

Editor Constitution: Referring to 
Mr. J. Leonidas Allen’s letter in your 
issue today in regard to the golden- 
rod as a weather prophet, and your 
editorial approval and trust in the 
world-old lore of nature, I suppose the 
Delief that the late blooming sgol- 
denrod indicates a late fall depends 
On the poetical notion that “coming 
events cast their shadows before.’ Or 
do you attribute instinct or mental 
activity to goldenrod? I would be 
very glad to learn how goldenrod can 
be influenced by weather that has not 
yet occurred. 

The present condition of goldenrod, 
as well as of all other plants, is the 
result of the influence of past weath- 
er conditions. Goldenrod is late in 
blooming for precisely the same reason 
that cotton and many other plants are 


late, because the weather has been un- 
favorable for best growth. No one 
would say that the late blooming of 
cotton indicated aq late fall. The 
weather records show that spring was 


cold and wet; the temperature contin- 
ued below normal all summer; in addi- 
tion, and this is the chief cause for the 
backwardness of goldenrod, August 
was very dry, the state average rain- 
fall being nearly 2 inches below the 
normal. Wild plents are also sub- 
jected to the vicissitudes of the 
weather. 

Furthermore, goldenrod being a pe- 
rennial, it makes no difference 
whether it be frozen to the ground by 
an early freeze or not; it will come up 
just as well again next spring. It Is 
curious that nature should have given 
the plant the perfectly useless facul- 
ty of foretelling the weather.

ASK HIGHER RATE 
FOR WEST POINT 


Employees Say Increase 
in Rate Wil) Bring 
Higher Salaries. 


Declaring their belief that an in- 
crease in the passenger rate will re- 
sult in an increase in their salaries, 
the employees of the Atlanta and West 
Point railroad, representing the en- 
gineers and conductors, appeared be- 
fore the railroad cwemmission yester- 
day morning and urged that the rail- 
road be permitted to increase itg pas- 
senger fare from 2 to 2% cents per 


‘| mile. 


There were also a number of patrons 
of the West Point route present, in- 
cluding Judge F. M. Longley and May- 
or J. D. Edmondson, of LaGrange, and 
they, too, urged that the railroad 
should be allowed to increase its pas- 
senger rate because the service ren- 
dered and the cost of operation, in 
their belief, justifies the increase. 

F. E. Spurlock, an engineer on the 
West Point, was principal spokesman 
for the delegation, although there 
were several others who addressed the 
commission briefly. Mr. Spurlock de- 
clared that the engineers have asked 
for an increase in their salaries, so 
as to make them equal to the salaries 
drawn by engineers of connecting 
lines, and he believed that the answer 
of the railroad management will de- 
pend iargely upon the action taken by 
the commission in regard to the in- 
crease in the passenger fare. 

May Raise Salaries. 

One of the conductors stated that 
five conductors on the line receive as 
much as $137.50, while conductors on 
the Central get $157.50. He believed 
the West Point conductors and other 
employees would be paid more if the 
earnings of the road justified it. 

Judge Longley stated that figures 
taken from a letter written by Presi- 
dent Wickersham showed the passen- 
ger earnings of the road, under the 
2-cent fare, had decreased $58,000 for 
the year ending August 31, 1908, as 
compared with the previous year, when 
the rate was 3 cents per mile. 

Commissioner Candler stated his 
impression had been that the railroad’s 
earnings had increased $12,000 for that 
year instead of falling off. 

Judge Longley stated he was in- 
terested solely as a patron of the road, 
and had come to urge the increase 
of his own accord. He felt that the 
service rendered by the road justi- 
fied it.

The first annual banquet of the At- 
lanta Amateurs was held at Cafe Du- 
rand last night, and as the result, a 
solid organization of al! the leagues 
now in existence in the city, the wid- 
ening of the scope of the work and 
the betterment of playground facili- 
ties is practically assured. 

The sentiment expresed. in the

As to the enlargement of the pres- 
ent amateur baseball work, it was 
suggested that other leagues be or- 
ganized to comprise other branches 
of business life, such as the Commer- 
cial] League, the Cotton Mill League, 
and in the winter time the Basket- 
ball League. 

Playground facilities were discussed 
and the tenor of the meeting seemed 
to be to advance playground work to 
amaximum. It is wished by the ama- 
teur body that the council and the 
park board will see fit to appropriate 
$20,000 yearly to playground work, 
where the youngsters of the city can 
reap the good fresh air, play baseball, 
swing and play most any game known 
to the boy of America. Thi& happy 
thought aroused much enthusiasm 
and it is going to be backed by this 
body to a final completion. 

The banquet was well attended, over 
one hundred men from all walks of 
life being present. Dan Carey, gen- 
eral manager of the park board, acted 
as toastmaster in his own inimitable 
style and presided ably. 

Addresses of ten minutes each were 
made by Shelley Ivey, secretary of 
the leagues; George FEubanks, ‘coun- 
cilman; Press Huddleston, city clerk; 
J. W. Heisman, president of the At- 
lanta Baseball Club; Tom Akers, 
sporting editor of “he Journal; Dr. 
Theo Toepel and oti.c ts. 

Hon. Courtland S. Winn was unable 
to attend, owing to being unavoidably 
detained at a political meeting. 

Toastmaster Carey presented the 
cups and pennant to the different pen- 
nant winners and each was graciously 
accepted by a chosen member of each 
team. 

A delightful menu was served 
four courses, and was thoroughly 
joyed. Everything was baseball and 
playgrounds “in between bites,’ and 
the evening passed off splendidly. 
with amateur baseball on a sound 
footing. 

One suggestion made, but not dis- 
cussed, was that each team and league 
organize now and during the winter 
get up funds enough to finance their 
teams next spring. This suggestion 
will probably be acted on shortly.

STOCKS DECLINED; 
VERY LITTLE DEMAND 


Market Seems to Be Waiting 
for Result of Elections and 


New York, September 15.—The prin- 
cipal factor at work in the stock mar- 
ket today wes the reversal of specula- 
tive operations for the advance at- 
tempted earlier in the week, and 
which have not met with encourag.ng 
response by attracting any substan- 
tial demand from outside cources. 
There grew up some uneasiness over 
the condition of the steel industry, 
which had the effect of giving posi- 
tive force to the reaction. Price con- 
cessions were yielded grudgingly and 
there were signs of resistance and in- 
dividual points of strength in the 
market, but the whole market gave 
way and closed decidedly weak.

It is con- 
sidered unlikely that the railroads 
will depart soon from the policy of 
abstention from purchases of supplies 
in face of the undetermined question 
of rate increases and the rising tide 
of operating expenses. No considera- 
ble revival of activity in the steel 
trade is looked for until the railroads 
come into the market as free buyers.

LOSE RATE. CASE 


Adverse Report to 28 
Firms in Tift Lum- 


' ber Case. 


Macon, Ga, September 15.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Standing Master J. N. Talley, 
in the Tift lumber rate case, today 
filed reports adverse to twenty-eight 
lumber producers in which claims é@g- 
gregating $100,000 were refused and 
disallowed. These were, most of them, 
members of the Georgia-Florida Saw 
Mill Association. The claims were 
filed under the f. o. b. rulings, and 
nearly all of them were similar to 
that of the Garbutt Lumber Company, 
whose case was made a test case.

ber Company, Dorminy Line Lumber 
Company, J. S. Betts & Co., Adel Lum- 
ber Company, Southern Pine Company, 
Union Pinopolis Lumber Company, C. 
R. Benn, Milner Lumber Company,,, 
Fisher Shingle Company (two claims), 
Ensign Oscamp Lumber Company, 
Minnesota Lumber Company, Red Cy-

The ruling that threw out this large

the producer. The producers, on the 
other hand, claimed that ‘the price 
paid came as a result of the high 
freight rates, and the chances of a 
better price at the mill rested entirely 
upon the cost to the consumer of 
transportation, which had been de- 
clared illegal for the reason that it 
was exorbitant. The master has 
nearly completed his reports in this 
case, and will be ready for removal 
from the court ‘record in a short time. 


WHOLESALE GROCERS 
WIN IN FEDERAL COURT 


E. L. Adams, a Director of the 
Association, Talks of 
the Decision. 


The $150,000 damage suit against 
the Southern Wholesale Grocers’ As- 
sociation, charging that body with be- 
ing an association in restraint of 
trade, which was instituted in the 
federal court of Birmingham two years 
ago by H. G. Clabough, was terminated 
yesterday, when Judge Grubb ordered 
a verdict for the defendants.

As a matter 
of fact, the manufacturers alone de- 
cide as to who is and who is not a 
jobber. The Grocers’ Association has 
nothing to do with it.”

Washington, September 15.—Presi- 
dent Finley, of the Southern Railway 
Company, who has been looking into 
business conditions in the southeastern 
states, today said: 

“On the whole the conditions are en- 
couraging. In agriculture the present 
outlook is particularly good. The 
cotton crop is later than usuai and ia, 
therefore, more subject.to future 
weather conditions than is usual at 
this time of the year. However, the 
condition report of the United States 
agricultural] department, issued on the 
2d instant, showed a better average 
condition of the growing cotton crop 
in ‘the states south of the Potomac and 
Ohio rivers and east of the Mississippi 
than on the corresponding date last 
year, and the area planted was report- 
ed in June as 140,000 acres greater 
than last year. 

“With ordinarily favorable weather 
conditions until the crop is harvested 
the southeastern states will have the 
largest corn crop on record for that 
section. 

“Coal is moving in larger volume 
than last year and lumber is in more 
active demand. 

“Taking all factors of the situation 
into consideration, I am encouraged to 
belleve that, with average weather 
conditions and in the absence of an 
unusually early Killing frost, we may 
look forward to an active fail and 
winter business in the southeastern 
states.”
